Worldwide attention was focused on 

the OPC Monday evening as State Secre- 
tary John Foster Dulles, addressing the 
Club's Annual Awards Dinner, spelled 
out the fundamental American attitude 
toward Indo-China and the Chinese Red 
regime. 

ys Secretary Dulles' speech--in which 
e pledged “united action" to avert 
Communist control of Southeast Asia-- 
was the lead story in most papers. And 
into the nation's homes two TV networks 
--ABC and DUMONT--brought the sight and 
sound of the State Department chief, 
with the new OPC banner draped behind 
him. ABC radio also carried the story 
and the Voice of America devoted spe- 
cial efforts to transmit it as widely 
as possible.

The affair itself was hailed by both veteran OPCers and newcomers as a complete suc- 
cess. The consensus apparently was that this year's event was equalled only by the 1949 
Dinner in honor of General George C. Marshall--in enthusiastic response, in attendance 
and by any other measurement. Phone calls and letters were pouring into Club head- 
quarters throughout the week, commending the Dinner Committee chaired by PAUL C. SMITH, 
and specifically complimenting PAT LOCHRIDGE HARTWELL, the Committee Executive Chairman, 
as did President STARK from the dais at the dinner. 


For our colleagues at their posts overseas, those elsewhere in the U.S. and those 
who were unable to attend, the 1954 Annual Awards Dinner unfolded in this manner: 

Opening the formal session, President STARK reporteds 

"The Club is now going through a period of great transition and change--and expansion 
in all of its activities. Thanks to the generosity of the public, the press and our own 
membership, nearly a quarter of a million dollars has been contributed in recent months 
to provide a home for the Club which also will be a Memorial Press Center, honoring the 
heroes of the American Press who have sacrificed their lives in overseas service to keep 
the American people the best informed on earth. 

"A five-story building at 35 East 39th Street, in the heart of 

Manhattan, has been acquired and is now being remodelled for our 

use. This summer we shall occupy this handsome new Club house, 

which we hope to make not only a center of comfort and pleasure 

for our members, but an institution of great influence and value 

in international journalism as well. 
"Our membership is growing at a rapid rate--it is now just under 1,000--and includes many 
of the most distinguished names in journalism. 

"The next administration (of the Club) faces many problems in completing the building 
project, installing the Club in its new quarters and launching it on a vastly expanded 
program of service to its members and to journalism. It is not an easy task and is one 
that requires the best qualities of leadership available in the Club." 

STARK then introduced Past President BOB CONSIDINE as “our nominee for president 
(who) possesses such qualities to an unusual degree...He is known to all of you, and to 
most Americans through his newspaper writing, books, radio and television. He is x x x 
now being recalled to (the Club's) leadership at a time when his service and talents 
can be used to even greater advantage." 

CONSIDINE, in turn, presented the Secretary of State, tracing Mr. Dulles' long dip- 
lomatic service. (The schedule called for CONSIDINE to make the introduction at 8:48. 

At 9300-50 seconds, the radio-TV simulcast was to start and CONSIDINE to make a 40-second 
intro of Mr. Dulles whose speech was to start at 9:01. All went off as slated, except 
for a few seconds prior to the simulcast's start. This interrupted CONSIDINE's prelim- 
inary remarks and would have unnerved a less experienced speaker. Not ROBERT. He brought 
down the house with his quips "We are slaves to a one-eyed monster!”

Thus, with two first place positions and two runner-up spots, it was a CBS evening. 
Specifically, however, it was a night of triumph for that net's EDWARD R. MURROW. When 
colleague MURROW departed the dais, he carted away not only the "Best TV" award but two 
additional honors: (1) A gold OPC membership card for his leadership as chairman of the 
Memorial Fund Drive and (2) A series of standing ovations which started when he simply 
assumed his seat next to entertained Edgar Bergen (whose "Charlie McCarthy" was in the 
left wing). 


JOHN BARKHAM, chairman of the Awards Committee and a Vice President, made the formal 
presentations and reported receipt of ballots from practically every country this side of 
the Iron Curtain. The Committee required a full day, he said, to count the votes. 

BARKHAM reminded that OFC is the largest and best known Club of its type in the world. 
Behind almost any byline of note, he observed, there is an OPC Member. The Coronet man- 

_ aging editor stressed that "we vote as experts on the top men in our profession.” What 
more sincere tribute, he asked, is there than to cast a vote for a competitor?

BARKHAM, in presenting the MURROW award for TV, said the CBS commentator had given 
the public "a whole new dimension." And he came up with a chuckle-getting phrase 
when he said MURROW "stepped in where moguls fear to tread."

Time 
went by but exactly how much was a mystery to nervous OPC officials on the first tier, 
and Secretary Dulles. PAT HARTWELL couldn't help. And EDWARD R. MURROW's watch had no 
second hand. JOHN DALY, however, finally scurried away and returned shortly with the 
man--and the two watches. All the tense while, six $500 gold watches--to be presented 
to the awards winners--rested useless on the table.

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Excerpts from Secretary Dulles' OPC Annual Awards Dinner Speech: 
"Under the conditions of today the imposition on Southeast Asia of the political 


system of Communist Russia and its Chinese Communist ally, by whatever means, would be 
a grave threat to the whole free community. The United States feels that that pos- 
sibility should not be passively accepted but should be met by united action. This 
might have serious risks but these risks are far less than would face us a few years 
from now if we dare not be resolute today...." 

"Those responsible for United States policy are forced to ask themselves and to 
answer this question; Will it help our country if, by recognition, we give increased 
prestige and influence to a regime that actively attacks our vital interests? For 
myself, I can find only the answer: 'No!'..." 

"Will it serve the interest of world order to bring into the 

United Nations a regime which is a convicted aggressor, which 

has not purged itself from that aggression, and which continues 

to promote the use of force in violation of the principles of 

the United Nations? And I for myself find only one answer: 

NON 
" .ooIt would be reckless for us to ignore the events of recent years, which have filled 
our archives in the State Department with vain promises. And I say we are not in the 
market for any more..."It is now the policy of the United States not to exchange United 
States performance for Communist promises..." 

"The Chinese Communist regime has been invited (to the Geneva conference) only to 

discuss Korea and Indo-China, where it is in fact a force of aggression that we 

cannot ignore. It gets no diplomatic recognition from us by its presence at 

Geneva..It is one thing to recognize evil as a fact. It is another thing to take 

evil to one's breast and call it good...”
